22 Hereas His Majeſty having commanded His Juſtj- 
S ces of the Peace of the County of Middleſex , to 
W attend him 1m Counſel , on Friday the 25th day 

2271 of February laſt , did by himſelf , and the Lord 
SHI Preſident, acquaint the faid Juſtices, that he was 
in a ſhort time to remove his Court ta Oxford, and 
did Require and Command them to uſe their utmoſt endeavour, 
with care and induſtry, to preſerve the Peace of this Important 
County of Middleſex, during His Majeſties abſence, His Maje- 
ſty was likewiſe pleaſed to declare, That he would keep' the 
Laws himſelf, and did expect his Subjects ſhould likewiſe keep 
them ; and in particular, the Statute made in. the 13th year of 
his now Majeſties Reign , for the Preſervation of His Majefties 
Sacred Perſon , (wham God preſerve with a long Life) was res 
commended to the ſaid Juſtices to be put jn due execytion. Hig 
Majeſty farther declaring, it was his firm reſolution to ſtick tothe 
Church-of Ergland;, and to all honeſt men, ſuch, as he ſaid, he 
knew the Juſtices to be , knowing moſt of them by face. And 
the ſaid Juſtices being Saturday following Atſembled in Seflions 


' at Hicks-hall , having taken into confideration His Majeſties 


Gracions Speech made unto them , and his Command laid upon 
them ; and being likewiſe ſenſible that it is not only their Duty, 
A but 
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but their Intereſt to -uſe all pollible ways and means for the pre” 
ſervation of thePeace, of this Gounty:; i&kþ efore OrdFr,that 
the fail Jrlſtices of 'the Peace ſhould ducing? His Majzeſtzes ab- 
ſence from London, in their ſeveral and reſpedive Divifions, keep 
Petty Seſlions one day in. every. week, (viz. ) on Tucliday, or any 
other.day they ſhould think fit and convenient. - And that the 
ſaid Juſtices within their reſpe&ive Diviſions , do from time to 
time, iſſue forth their Warrants to the ſeveral High Conſtables 
within their Diviſions, thereby commanding them, Thatthey do 
with'their utmoſt diligence and endeavour , '"Apprehend and Se- 
cure all perſons offending againſt the faid Statute, (the faid-Juſti- 
ces being hereby defired to inſert into their, Warrants ſo much of 
the ſaid Statute , as to them ſhall ſeem meet.) And the ſaid per- 
ſons ſo offending, before them the ſaid Juſtices at their next Pec- 
ty Sellipns fo brig, * 'Xo the intent they may be proceeded apainſt 
according Lawaind Juſtice. = And the laid Juſtices are hereby 
likewiſe Jcfired fo Charge "and Command the ſaid High Conſta- 
-bles', that they do within their refpe&ive Diviſions , ſurvey the 
W atches that are kept by their Petty Conſtables, in their ſeveral 
Diviſions , and Ordev that the faid Watches be kept for the fu- 
ture, from Nine- of the clock at Night, until Six in the Morning, 
to the intent the Kings Peace may better ſectred. And the 
aid. Juſtices are hereby farther deſired , that they in their War- 
-rants Command the faid High Conſtables to Iflue forth their War- 
rants to the Petty Conſtables within their feveral Diviſions, there- 
by Cominanding them, that they do forthe future take an ac- 
count in Writing of all the Names of thoſe perſons they Summon 
*6 be upon" the Watch. * And that they take particular notice of 
all and every perſon, that ſhall after ſuch Summons given, make de- 
Faale; and-not appear himſelf ,' or ſend fome fit perſon to'Watch 
In his ſtead; - which ſaid Account ; the ſaid Petty Conſtables are 
Heteby required to preſent fairly Written, to 'the Juſtices which 
thall Aſſemble at the ſaid Perry Seſſions, to the intent all ſuch 
perſons that ſhall refuſe to Watch , may be proceeded againſt 
according to Law. ' And it is farther Orderedby the faid Court, 
that the ſaid Juſtices be, and they are hereby delired to put this 
Order in execution forthwith. 
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
